The old or north channel 
is in this way very much relieved. 
"Wo trust,' 


says the Commercial, " the public will appre- 
ciate the importance of this great enterprise 
and come forward and subscribe the balance 
necessary to complete tho work. Buffalo is 
pledged for $10,000, Milwaukee for §3,000, and 
Chicago for §5,000. It will require about 
7,000 to complete tho work."

loss of tho Cable, and Beturn. of tho Company. 


We make up, from our Now York exchanges, 


an account of tho and terminus of a noble en- 
terprise.; made inoro sad from tho knowledge 
that the failure is attributable, in tho main, to a 
want of proper nicaua, and a singular lack of 
ftJres.ight. 


Tho Company who took the matter in hand 


of laying this submarine cable, by which it was 
designed immediately to bring Now York three 
days nearer to Europe than it if, at present— 
even with the Telegraph to Halifax—and ulti- 
mately to complete telegraphic communications 
across tho Atlantic, wna entirely composed of 
American capitalists, and their aubsequent en- 
deavors to securo tho realization of their do- 
sign, is ono of tho most remarkable exhibitions 
of American enterprise on record. 


The'telegraphic cable was manufactured in 


England, and, when finished, was shipped on 
board tho bark Sarah L. Bryant, of Boston, 
bound for Port-au'-Busquo harbor, on tho New 
Foundland" Coast, whero she was to await tho 
arrival of the steamship James Adgcr, and with 
her assistance proceed to lay the cable. Ono 
end of tho cable was to bo secured and insula- 
ted at Capo Ray, a barren fishing station, about 
twelve miles from Port-au-Basquo ; the other 
was to terminate at some point on Capo North, 
not then decided on. 


The James Adger left New York on Tuesday, 


August 7. having on board a largo number of 
anssengers. Tho Company chartered the James 
Ad«cr for tho trip, at a cost of §700 per day, 
owners paying all coat ot pilotage, &c.. and 
fully provisioning tho ship. She was moreover 
bound, by her charter, to bo subject to tho or- 
ders of tho Company, and to tow a ship a dis- 
tance of seventy-four milea, more or less. 


After a pleuat cruise tho Ailgcr found the 


Sarah _0r#ant, presenting n woc-begono appear- 
ance, and looking aa it ahe had had a very hard 
time of it, crossing the Atlantic. 


Her hold, however, was ono of the most won- 


derful sights a man could behold. Lot the 
reader imagine a wire cable of about an inch 
an.l a half in diameter, and then lot him imag- 
ine sevoiity-toiir miles of that cable, and then 
let him imagine all this coiled away in a bark 
of about 500 tons burden, and ho may get some 
idea of tho wondrous maze of irou that lay 
woven in the Surah liryunt. 


After tho cablu had been fastened on shore, 


and everything was looking favorable—the bark 
being ready to start—signals of distress were 
hoisted from her, nml a mournful fliig floating 
half-mast high, iudicatod serious dungor. 


It became evident that sho \yas drifting fast 


and if allowed to drive, would in another qu:ir 
tcr of nil hour go to pieces on the rocks. Slio 
had lost her anchor, mid as well as an inanimate 
thing could show, it looked tho picture of des 
pair. The James Arlgcr hastened to her rescue, 
but either through fault of captain or ship, was 
of no avail; while Captain Polaland's hoarse 
voice was heard every now and then from tho 
drifting ship, imploring the Adger to anvo him 
from destruction. This glory was, however, 
reserved for tho Victoria, who, thanks to Capt. 
Sluyter's skill and coolness, ran up under the 
bark, and us it were, shouldered her oil'tho reef, 
from which sho was only a few hundred yards 
distant, and boro her triumphantly off to sea 
Tho cable having been fastened on shore, could 
not, on this occasion, unfortunately, accompany 
tho bark on her wanderings, so it had to break 
and so happened disaster tho first. 


Tno cable was then spliced again, and finally 


another start was made, and on Tuesday morn, 
iug tho steamer James Adgcr left Capo Ray 
towing tho bark after her. 


Tho cable rolled smoothly over tho wheels 


and both vessels moved at the rata of on« ant 
a half miles an hour. Still the Sarah liryant 
looked uneasy. 
As it came to blow more 


freshly she pitched violently. The spectator! 
on board thu James AJger could sco her keo' 
foro and aft alternately, as she trembled on the 
ridges of tho waves, for near a third of her 
length, and when to this is added a series o: 
rolls from side to side of tho moat exaggerated 
nature, a more uncomfortable vessel could nol 
easily havo been met with. It seemed perfectly 
wondrous how the comparatively slender wire 
ever stood the tremendous plunges which she 
made. Every now and then sho would bury 
her prow in the white crests of tho waves, as if 
she were fairly maddened with the restraint 
and sought escape in self-destruction. Thorn 
seemed to bo on the minds of all on boarJ, ns 
thev watched tho struggles of tho rostless chip, 
a vague foreboding of tho disaster so aoon to 
happen, and which ivoiild not only wa»to vast 
sums of irionoy, but would wreck for the time 
beinc » n»ble enterprise, which, wo feel con 
vinced, was projected by the gentlemen con- 
nected with it more fro_m a largo spirit of im- 
provement than any desire for pecuniary profit. 


That same night, at 12 o'clock P. M.. it was 


signaled that tho cablo was injured, and both 
vessels halted to havo it mended. By £ 
o'clock A. M. on Wednesday it was repaired, 
and the vessels once more wont slowly on their 
way, the cable being gradually paid out, and 
every ono watching its progress with tho ut- 
most anxiety. At ono o'clock P. M. tho wind 
freshened into a galo, and the frequent signals 
for a- halt from tho bark betokened distress. 
Tho waves swept over her every moment, and 
as a considerable portion of her decks wore 
open to admit the paying out of_cable, fears 
began onco more to bo entertained for her 
safety. Every ono was on deck on the James 
Adgcr, watching the fated ship. Between tho 
two, the huge hawser rose and fell with con 
vulsivo jerks, burying itself deep in tho waves, 
when it slackened after every tug. The golo 
increased in intensity, and on tho deck of the 
Sarah Bryant no man could atand upright. 
Behind her ono could see, falling liko a thiu 
thread into the seething wavea, tho slender ca- 
blo that still hold its own. Then come tho 
signal that one of tho wires had ceased to act. 
There was still a chanco left that, by the boun- 
ty of Providence, tho remaining wiro might 
reach Capo North, or at beat, St. Paul's Island, 
in safety. Every heart was brim, full of anxie- 
ty. It was no common loas that all sorrowed 
over in anticipation. Ono of tho arteries of 
civilization was about to be severed.. Still tho 
cablo held. All on board the Adger knew that 
Mr. CANNING would give no order to cut tho 
cablo as long as a plank of tho ship held togeth- 
er—yet all knew full as well tho danger of being 
dragged sternmost to the sea, with exposed 
decks. Still the cablo held. One daring man 
tried to'speak to the Adger by climbing out on 
the bowsprit-of tho bark, but the storm was too 
high and hoarso, and hia' voice was drowned. 
He shook his head, however, three. times, sor- 
rowfully, and all then knew that the laafc wiro 
had ceaaed to act. 
Still tho cablo held. The 


wind roae higher and higher. Tho bark pitch- 
ed as if she would cleavo her way to the bot- 
tom, and a gloomy anticipation sat upon every 
countenance. At last, at 4 o'clock P. M., Cap- 
tain POSELAND gave tho fatal word. A few 
strokes of the axe, a snap, and 40 miles ofthe 
cable sunk forever in the sea. There was no 
ono on board any of those ships that witnessed 
this sad sacrifice but felt real sorrow for. the 
cause of humanity and those gentlemen who 
had made such carneet efforts to promote it.

commenced at the iippointoil time, nor aro nny 
definite reasons for tho delay in their opera- 
tions given by tho Allied generals.

On tho CJuoou's arrival tho utntion of tho 


Stniabuo: Railway was decorated in moat gor- 
geous style, and wna filled with stands which 
wore entiroly occupied by ladies in splendid 
costume. Tho front of tho station wiin ele- 
gantly fitted up with flugs and (lowers. In front 
of the Strnsburg Hallway extends a vast atruet 
or boulevard, recently formed, all the IIOIIHOS in 
which aro not yet built; all down thin boule- 
vard, on both uides of the way and at xhort in- 
tervals, huge poleH, from which floated alter- 
nately Freuuh and English atrcnmerH. 


The houses further on wero very splendidly 


decorated with (lags and drnperiox, and among 
tho llttga were two or throe of tho U. Status.— 
Tho decorations of tho Railway Club were 
very remarkable.; the whole facade of tho 
splendid mansion was decked with Kngliah and 
French fiaga, and from tho centre of them rone 
two gigantic standards—ono French nntl tho 
other English ; their folds were grncofuly uni- 
ted in a large golden ring, suspended to a utout 
chain, and on tho ring was inscribed "Forever!" 


On both sides of tho way were poles bearing 


English and French flngA, with escutcheon*, on 
which wna written tlio word " Welcome!"— 
And there was a very interrcsting group in pins- 
tor of two females, symbolizing England and 
Franco, with their arms dunned around each 
other's necks—England holding a apoar and 
Franco n sword ; this group was placed in tlio 
midst of flowera. 


Triumphal arches followed, whilst batalion 


after batalion of soldiers wore all on grant! 
complet and in full uniform. 


The royal party wero finally taken to St. 


Cloud. The following ia a description of thoir 
apartments. From tho great courtyard they 
aro reached by tho loft entrance, up a fino 
ataircDHo ornamented with statuea and baa re- 
liefs. Turning nt tho top of thia staircase to 
tlio right, flio visitor nt cnco enters the suite. 
Tlio viow from the windows commands Paris 
on one aide, and the sloping lawn from tlio pri- 
vate gardens to the light house, built by Napo- 
leon I.

Beyond two rooms devoted to tho "ladiea in 


waiting" is her Miijesty's private drawing room. 
The chief picture in this splended apartment 
rich with tlio beautiful tapestry of Bcnuvain, in 
a splended Correggio. 
The wnlla aro whito 


with flowers carved in wood with exquisite 
delicacy, and gilt. They aro the remains of 
tho decorations of tho time of poor Marie An- 
toinette. The curtains aro whito watered silk, 
trimmed with rod and gold. Beyond tho draw- 
ing room is her Majesty's study. The moat re- 
markable piece of furniture in thia apartment 
is tho splendid bureau made for Louis XVI. 
It is a remarkable specimen of the artof work- 
manship ot tho time, tho design in marquetorio 
being beautifully finished. Tho central orna- 
ment at the back of it ia a little clock let into 
tho design. ' It contains fourteen or fifteen se- 
cret drawers. 


Beyond tho study in tho Queena boudoir, a 


beautiful room, the walls of which are whito, 
and relieved by tho gilt Hculpturo of tho ln*t 
century. Tho hangings nro of blue, nnd tho 
furniture includes two commodes, which are 
said to bo perfect specimens of the Pnriniiin 
artistic upholstery. Beyond tho boudoir is tho 
Queen's bath-room, exquisitely lined through- 
out with piuk silk, and covered with muslin. 
This room leada into the state bed-room, which 
is in the angle ofthe wing. The principal ob- 
ject of interest in thia apartment is, of course, 
the state bed. It consists of four whito col- 
umns, richly gilt, supporting at tho top. amid 
elaborately sculptured designs, the royal armtf. 
At tho head of tho bed are the royal initials. 
Tho hangings are of palogreon silk, lined with- 
in with pink, covered with muslin orlnoe. Be- 
yond this bedroom is tho Priiico's drcoifngroom, 
which was originally Mario AntSonette's boud- 
oir. Here the ornaments aro the same as when 
tho unfortunate Queen occupied them. Be- 
yond this room again is tho Prince's bedroom— 
a pretty room, hung.with rich, flowered silk 
damask from the looms of Lyons. ^Beyond tho 
bedrooms ia "tho-Prince's salon, 'where some 
9no pictures and a beautiful clock are the chief 
ornaments. 'Then again beyond tho Prince's 
sitting room are two waiting rooms, the last of 
which ban walla of beautiful inlaid marbles. 


"Under thoao Royal apartments aro those of 


the Prince of Wales and the Princess Royal- 
all very simply but prettily decorated.
